Peseo is one of the most important mining camps in Utah and also through out the 


entire west. Back in 1875 a couple of miners were resting by a curious looking ledge 
after an exhausting day of prospecting. They became intrigued with the horn shape of this 
ledge, and upon further investigation discovered ore which later assayed very high in 
Silver. They sank a shaft and began to mine the ore. Not too long after they decided to 
sell their claim for $25,000 and ran off to the nearest saloon. 
| The new owners named it the Horn Silver mine and over the years realized millions of 
dollars of profit. Frisco grew rapidly bringing with it the normal flow of people, 
miners, drifters, criminals, merchants, and ladies of the evening to name a few. Due to 
the lack of water, the town needed 23 saloons to wash down the desert dust. Shootings and 
general criminal activity was an everyday occurrence, a true wild, wild, west town. 
Finally, a tough lawman from Pioche cleaned out the town and helped fill up the cemetery 
some more. 

In the early 1880's Frisco saw a booming population of some 6000 residents. The 
Utah Southern Railroad built an extension to Milford and Frisco. Then when it looked like 
the prospecting would never end, the Horn Silver mine collapsed with a thunderous roar 
that shattered windows in Milford. It was the beginning of the end for Frisco, although 
it squeaked out an existence until the 1930's. Now only the foundations and a couple of 
rusted buildings mark the site of this wild west mining camp. Please come and join us to 
relive the adventure that was Frisco. Maybe if you are lucky, you will uncover some 
“token” of the past and be able to feel the history which is Frisco!.

I know what you're thinking. Research yuck! but hold on for a minute. I'm not 
talking about a high school book report, or a term paper like the one you wrote for 
English 101. This is the kind of research that if you approach it with a good attitude and 
are willing to do some "light work" can be an enjoyable and profitable experience. And I'm 
going to give you some examples of what I mean. 

Not too long ago, a friend of mine described me as a "Eureka freak". And he wasn't 
too far from the truth. For more years than I care to admit I have been collecting tokens 
and other items from the Tintic mining district, walking the hills of that area and 
reading everything I can find on it, and talking to any "old timer" who would talk to me 
about the "good old days". And it has paid off in ways that I never expected. And you know 
what? What I've done researching (there's that word again) the Tintic district can be done 
with almost any area of the state. 

O.K. now you're asking. "So how an I going to do all this?" The first suggestion I'd 
make is to spend some time in the library. Why? Because this is still the best place to 
start. Local and county libraries can be an excellent source of information. Also we here 
in the Salt Lake area have access to three of the best sources of information on Utah and 
many of its surrounding states. The first is the Utah Historical Society. Second is the 
Marriot Library at the U. of U., and third is the L.D.S. Genealogical Library. These are 
the places to research a maveric token, read old newspapers and search out old maps. 

Would you like to find books that tell you where the best places to rock hound and 
prospect in Utah are? Or perhaps you want to find books on early Mormon history or just 
Utah history in general. The list goes on and on and these libraries just can't be beat! 

Select one of these places and spend a few hours or a day there. Have at least an 
idea of what you want to find. Take along a notebook and some change (for the copy 
machine) and just look around. Organize your notes so you can find them later. And don't 
be afraid to ask questions. The people working in these places will be more than happy to 
help you find the information you are looking for. These places can be overwhelming at 
first so don't be discouraged. Often it takes two or three visits before you can find your 
way around and learn how things work. But the library is only the start. Want more? How 
about the county court house for plat maps and tax records. 

Want to meet some "old timers?" Try subscribing to a local newspaper and watch for 
reunions and meetings of historical groups. Most of these people when approached in the 
proper manner will give you the kind of information that can't be found in any book. 

So now you're saying. "What's the pay off?" Well, I can give you some examples of 
the way it's paid off for me. Want to talk tokens? Last year I was able to identify three 
unlisted maveric tokens from the Tintic district, two from Eureka and one from Mammoth. 
One is an unlisted saloon which may prove to be territorial! 

Want to talk ghost towns? I know of four small towns that aren't listed in any Utah 
ghost town book. Have I hunted them? YES! Have I found anything there? YES! Am I going to 
tell you where they are? NO WAY! But you can find them the same way I did. Just research 
them out. 

Want to talk about good hunting spots? In most of the 
towns I hunt (and you can probably guess which ones I'm 
talking about)I can walk to the place where the school used 
to be, I can point out where stores, homes, saloons and 
churches once stood, and where the "blind pigs" operated, 
and yes they can be good hunting spots. So if you want your 
finds to be older and better now is the time to start getting 
organized and make yourself an "expert" on an area or town. 
You can bet that if you don't someone else will.
